t is certainly an exciting time here in 
[= AGA office this spring. New 

sale consignments are being procured 
for the National Sale as well as for sev- 
eral other sales later this year. The first 
of the spring sales are being sold now 
with great results, the market remains 
as strong as ever! The industry demand 
for high component milk continues to 
fuel an interest in Guernsey genetics. 
The demand and supply of Guernsey 
embryos remains strong. The recent 
Winter Embryo Extravaganza in Wis- 
consin averaged just under $325 per embryo on 31 eggs, with a range 
from $475 to $250 per embryo. This has all but exhausted the inven- 
tory of those embryos Guernsey Marketing Service has to sell at the

moment. Let us know about your good flushes and we can help 


market some embryos for you. We are very happy to have recently 
sold embryos to Mexico, New Zealand and South Africa. 
The 40,000M barrier has been broken twice recently, Hardesty 


Energizer Scarlet EX-90, owned by Leslie Hardesty and milked at 
OCS Dairy in Jefferson, Maryland, and Marodore Jay Lana EX-90, 
bred and owned by Marodore Farm, Baltimore, Ohio, both eclipsed 
that mark with lactations finished recently. Another cow, owned by 
Gary van Doorn of Tony, Wisconsin, narrowly missed the mark with 
39,800M and is scheduled to calve back 15 months after starting that 
lactation. Even more exciting than these single high records are the 


terrific udders and strong records being made by the recent crop of 


two-year-olds around the country. Sherma Victory Ellas Enhancer is 
certainly making his mark on the breed with his superiority for udders 
combined with high production. 

April and May are interesting times for those that like to follow 
the happenings in the sale ring and the show ring throughout the year. 
There are consignment sales all over the country in the spring and 
many of them will provide opportunities to purchase a show winner 
for later in the season. This provides excitement and anticipation 
throughout the year. These sales should all also offer the opportunity 
to purchase solid, reliable and profitable Guernseys. Because Guern- 
sey breeders are reluctant to sell many animals privately, the spring 
consignment sales often offer the only opportunity for new breeders 
to purchase their first Guernseys. Although it is impossible to pre- 
dict an animal’s future performance with 100% accuracy, selling heif- 
ers with better-than-average potential certainly seems like the right 
thing to do. I think we would all agree that we'd like to see a new 
Guernsey enthusiast, young or old, purchase several animals and be 
successful with them. When this is not the case they may label the 
one or two poor animals they started with as typical of all Guernseys 
and dismiss the breed forever. There are plenty of animals in our breed 
that can be commercially competitive and profitable in any operation. 
We need to make these ones available to new buyers! You can consign 
duds to a sale once or twice, but you better hope the buyer suffers in 
silence if you expect to continue getting reasonable prices for your 
cattle in the future. We can expect the buyer to detect our rejects 
themselves or we can ensure that they have no choice but to buy the 
type of animal that we want to promote the breed with. Think about 
those options when you consign to a sale this year. 

I look forward to seeing many of you at the spring sales. I also 
hope you will make plans to attend the National Convention this 
summer in Sacramento. I have always had a great time on my trips to 
California (and I was supposed to be working!) and I’m sure you will 
feel the same way once you get there. The cattle, the agriculture and 
the people will amaze you!

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alifornia may best be known for the 

glitz and glitter of Hollywood stars, 

Disneyland characters and its sunny 
beaches, but Domenic Carinalli of Golden 
Acres Dairy knows its real jewel is the state’s 
agricultural industry. 

Located one hour north of San Francisco 
in Sebastopol, Golden Acres is home to 350 
milking cows, 40 of which are Guernseys. It 
is the life-long legacy of Domenic, his wife, 
Lynda, and their three daughters, Ann, Gina 
and Diane. 

“I have always enjoyed working with 
Guernseys,” says Domenic. “They were 
what I knew as a child and what my children 
enjoyed growing up as well.” 

A dairy farmer all of his life, Domenic’s 
father started the farm in 1924 after emigrat- 
ing from Italy in 1921. 

Guernseys were the animal of choice for 
the Carinalli family. By 1962, their all-Guern- 
sey herd had grown to 200 animals produc- 
ing top-quality Golden Guernsey milk. There 
was a market for their product at that time 
with the trademark label and marketing pro- 
gram in place. 

“Things were booming back then,” 
Domenic remembers. “But as the market 
started to change, we had to phase out a num- 
ber of the Guernseys and we went to a mixed 
herd with Holsteins in 1972.” 

Guernseys remained on the farm because they 
loved their gentle nature. Ann, Gina and Diane 
started showing registered Guernseys in the late 
‘70s at state and local fairs and enjoyed their 
animals throughout their showing years. 


Domenic and Lynda love working with Guernseys because of 
their gentle nature. They have been showing their Guernseys 


at local and state shows since the 70's. 
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Today, Domenic continues to admire her 


beauty and grace, but admits the dairying 
environment in California calls for a differ- 
ent type of Guernsey cow. 

“We have to have a larger cow that is big, 
strong and powerful to be able to work well 
in a commercial setting,” he says. “In Cali- 
fornia, our Guernseys have to be aggressive 
and consume a lot of feed to produce high 


“We have a moderate climate with a lot of 
rain,” he says. “From November to May, we 
had a total of 37 inches of rain. During this 
time, we keep the cows in a free stall barn. 
They have to have strong feet and legs to last 
around here.” 

California dairying is a large industry, both 
in size and scope. The average dairyman has 
over 600 cows on his operation and has an

According to the California Department 
of Agriculture’s web page, these farms pro- 
duce almost 20 percent of the nation's sup- 
ply of milk and dairy products. Most of their 
fluid milk is put into the production of cheese, 
making Guernseys a smart choice for dairy- 
men like Domenic. 

“Dairy is California’s number-one agri- 
cultural product,” says Domenic. “The grape 
and raisin industry is second, with their rev- 
enue totaling only half of the revenue brought 
in by the dairy industry.” 

Cashing in on success of these two crops, 
Domenic has proven that cheese and wine 
are the perfect mix. He has diversified his 
dairying operation to include a 48-acre vine- 
yard producing Chardonnay and Pinot Noir 
grapes for wine. 

Chardonnay is grown to make white wine, 
while Pinot Noir is a red wine variety, says 
Domenic. 

“Both are high-end, north coast specialty 
grapes that do well in our cooler climate,” he 
explains. “Our climate here in the North Bay 
area is similar to that of France and Italy. It 
allows us to make just as good a wine as you 
would find overseas.” 

The Carinalli’s do not process California's 
world-class wines on their farm, but rather 
grow the grapes and sell them to wineries.

Domenic says the vineyard fits in very 
well with his dairy operation. In the sum- 
mer, when he needs extra help in the vine- 
yard, the cows are out to pasture, freeing up 
help from the farm. “I can shuffle people 
back and forth from the grapes to the cows 
and this makes my labor force more effi- 
cient,” he says. 

In addition, Domenic incorporates waste 
from the dairy into enriching the soil of the 
vineyard. After eliminating the liquid through 
composting, he adds the solids to the grapes. 

This is a win-win situation for both busi- 
nesses. It cuts down on costs for the vine- 
yard and helps Domenic conform to nutrient 
management plans for the dairy. 

When not out in the fields, Domenic is a 


driving force in the political environment of 


Calitornia’s dairy industry. He is serving his 
second year as president of Western United 
Dairyman, an organization that represents 
1200 of the state’s dairy producers on legis- 


lative issues in Sacramento, the capital of 


California, and Washington, D.C. 

Finally, Domenic Carinalli's farm is the 
textbook definition of a diversified opera- 
tion. While the daily management of the dairy 
and grape businesses is very time consum- 
ing, Domenic always finds time to visit with 
his Guernsey friends. He encourages a visit 
to his operation during the National Con- 


vention in California.

the country and I have recently clas- 
sified a few of them. I really like their depth 
and openness of rib. The “Storm” daugh- 
ters are extremely dairy and I have also liked 
their feet and legs. They have an ideal set to 
their hind legs with a steep foot angle. The 
udders on the “Storm” daughters are func- 
tional; however, the daughters I have seen 
are not as high and wide in the rear udder as 
many of the daughters of other “Enhancer” 
sons. 

I have been very impressed with the 
Trotacre Enhancer Tyler-ET daughters. 
They have superior height and width to their 
rear udder and are extremely dairy. How- 
ever, they do need more strength. “Tyler” 
is a maternal brother to “Tiller” who is also 
producing some outstanding offspring with 
more strength. 

I have had several people ask me which 
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bulls I have liked the most out of all the 
“Enhancer” sons. | would have to say to 
this point that my three favorites are 
Marodore Enhancer Regis-ET, Lantz Farm 
Enhancer Vilter-ET, and Trotacre Enhancer 
Tyler-ET. These three bulls are producing 
cows with “welded on” udders and they 
have some more style and balance to them. 
There are a few “Enhancer” sons that I have 
not seen any milking daughters of, so my 
opinion may change. The one interesting 
thing about these “Enhancer” 
are not only siring cows with well-attached 
udders, the udders are extremely fancy with 
a lot of veining on the them!

(b) A membership shall be declared inac- 
tive when there has not been received in the 
Herd Register Department of the Associa- 
tion at least one application for registration 
in the name of the membership; or at least 
one application for transfer of ownership 
into the name of the membership within two 
(2) calendar years prior to January 1, pre- 
ceding an annual meeting. 

(c) A membership having been classified 
as inactive shall automatically be reinstated 
to active status upon fulfilling the require- 
ments of section (a), defining active status. 

(d) An individual membership of an indi- 
vidual, who is a shareholder, partner or other 


joint ownership arrangement that is a mem- 
ber, shall be classified as an active member- 
ship if at least one application for registra- 
tion in the name of the corporation, partner- 
ship or joint ownership membership or at 
least one application for transfer of owner- 
ship into the corporation, partnership or joint 


ownership arrangement shall have been re- 
ceived by the Herd Register Department of 
the American Guernsey Association within 
the two (2) calendar years prior to January | 
preceding an annual meeting, provided that 
the corporations, partnership or joint own- 
ers files with and maintains with the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Association, a current 
and complete list of all shareholders, part- 
ners and joint owners.”

We 
need to decide on how many young sires we 
can effectively sample both nationally and 
internationally. Many more breeders could 
be more involved in this effort. Jens-Gold 
Farms has sampled every young sire re- 


leased the last two years. We need to edu- 


cate others to the unique characteristics of 


Guernsey milk, the Guernsey cow’s mild 
temperament and feed efficiency. He would 
be open to merging or doing more work to- 
gether with other national small breed asso- 
ciations if it would improve our efficiency 
and bottom line. 


Richard Schomburg of West Salem, Wis- 
consin, is running for Director for District 
Four. Rich started raising Guernseys as 4-H 
and FFA projects, winning multiple awards. 
Rich and his wife, Barb, eventually purchased 
his father’s Guernsey farm in 1965, where 
they established Green Moor Farm.

Kathy, who is married to Don Langrehr, and 
is in the farm partnership; Todd, who with 
his wife, Julie lives in Janesville, Wiscon- 
sin, and is an industrial engineer at General 
Motors; and Debbie, who with her husband, 
Steve Nuttleman, farms near Bangor, Wis- 
consin, in a dairy and hog operation. Debbie, 
also, is office manager at MDS On-Line.

The farm was incorporated into an LLC 
in late 1996 with Kathy & Don, putting the 
two herds together. Milking is done in a flat 
barn double four milking system. Currently 
the milking herd is at 110 cows, of which 55 
are Guernseys and the rest are Holsteins.

while recognizing genetically superior 


cows that demostrate an acceptable level of 


longevity. Selection is based on USDA 
genetic evaluation information and AGA 
appraisal records. Once receiving the 
recognition, an animal may be permanently 


identified as a Gold Star Cow. The 
requirements for this designation are as 
follows: 

¢ A USDA PTA value that is designated 
“Elite”. Elite cows have Net Merit $ (NM$) 
values in the top 2% of the breed. For 
February 2002 the minimum value was 
331NM$ and included 187 cows. 


¢ The repeatability of the qualifying PTA must 
be at least 50% 

¢ The cow must have calved at least 3 times 
¢ The cow must be officially scored at least 80 
points.

Terri Johnson, a 14 year-old 4-H dairy club 
member from York, Penn. wrote this story as 
part of her project book requirements. The cow 
featured is Rutter Bros Enhancers Lily, the first 
Guernsey Terri bred. Lily is the top CPI Cow 
in the country and was the All-American Total 
Performance Cow in 2001. 


here comes a time in everybody’s 
life when they are put in a situa- 
tion they have no control over. Re- 
gardless of what they do, prayers and hope, 
combined with plenty of tears, are the only 
things that determine the final outcome. I 
experienced such a situation with my prize 
winning 4-H Guernsey cow last May. 
Most dairyfarmers envision their cows’ 
dry period as a time for the animal to relax 
and nourish their unborn babies-this was not 


the case for my cow Lily. We dried Lily off 


two months before she was due to calve. 
Everything appeared normal until she didn’t 
come in to eat the next day. We searched the 
pasture, finding her lying along side Inter- 
state 83, unable to get up. Because we had a 
much needed rainstorm the night before, she 
was wet and shivering. Frantically we tried 
to reach our veterinarian; however, he was 
out attending to another emergency situation 
where a dog had attacked a baby calf. Un- 
able to just stand by and watch our cow in 
distress, we treated her for milkfever and 
dried her off with towels. Finally, our vet, 
Dr. Dan Pike, arrived. He immediately be- 
gan treating her for shock, giving her bottles 
of calcium and other medicine to help stabi- 
lize her. By this time, the cars on Interstate 
83 were slowing down, checking out what 
was going on. Gradually, Lily felt strong 
enough to stagger to her feet. Our goal was 
to have her take a few steps at a time in the 
direction of our barn. However Lily had a 
different idea, and walked the whole way in 
one trip. 

Since I was still in school the last thing I 
knew when I got on the bus was that Lily 


was still lying out in the field. I had no idea

what was going to happen. Only 
bad thoughts went through my 
mind. When I was called down to 
the office later in the day, they gave 
me the news that my cow was stable 
and in a safe place! The secretary 


had to give a student a message 
about their cow. 

Lily was not out of the woods 
yet. It was determined that she was 
fighting a Clostridial infection that 
was usually deadly. We started her i 


said this was the first time she ever 


on various medicines to absorbthe 


toxins in her system and control her 
high temperature. Dr. Pike put her 
on continuous IV fluids for three 
days that were administered through 
an IV catheter in her neck. Some- 
one had to stay with her while the 
medicine was going in or else she 
struggled to get up. Although Lily 
was eating and drinking, she once again could 
not get up. My mom decided that we should 
try and float her. Floating a cow would let 
her stand in warm water while only support- 
ing 20% of her body weight. It is highly 
suggested that the cow should stay in the 
float for 12 hours. Since the guy didn’t get 
there until two in the afternoon, that meant 
we had to take her out at two in the morning. 
It was an experience draining the float by 


flashlight. Would she be able to walk out of 


the float or would she fall right down? For- 
tunately, she headed to the water bow! when 
we opened the float. Later that day, however, 
she laid back down and didn’t get back up. 
Two days later, Lily couldn’t get up on 
her own so we tried floating her again. Un- 
fortunately, the guy who came to help us this 
time was afraid of cows and didn’t have any 
idea how to get her in the float tank. He even 
wanted my mom to get in the tank with Lily 
and try to get her to stand on the foot mat. I 
can’t believe mom said no but after looking 
at the water she would have to swim in, I 
can’t blame her. Getting her out of the tank 
was much easier the second time around. 
Six days after Lily first went down, she 
was able to get up on her own. We still were 
not out of the woods- one of her quarters be- 
came infected with Coliform mastitis. We treated 
it right away and it cleared up within a week. 


During her illness, Lily had lost a lot of 


weight. We hand grazed her and kept her ina 
makeshift pen by herself. That way she didn’t 
have to fight for her food. A question in all 
of our minds was how would the calf be 
affected? Since she was in a pen by herself, 
we didn’t think she had aborted, but would 
the calf be alive after such an ordeal? Gradu- 


ally we introduced Lily back with the rest of 


the dry cows. I felt great relief when she 
started fighting with the other cows. I thought

my cow was back to feeling normal. 

The rest of the dry period passed with- 
out any other exciting episodes. Her due date 
came and went. Lily was not bagging up at 
all. Where was the calf? Even the vet did not 
make us feel encouraged when he reached 
into her. Lily’s uterus was filled with fluid, 
making it impossible to tell if she was carry- 
ing a calf or a mummy. Therefore we in- 
duced Lily to calve. She was two weeks 
overdue by then. (My whole family and 4- 
H friends were also curious as to what the 
outcome would be). We all were relieved to 
see a set of front feet following by a moving 
tongue coming out of the birth canal! The 
calf was finally here. It weighed 100 Ibs. 
which is big for a Guernsey and best of all, 
it was a heifer. My mom wanted to call it 
Lucky because of all she went through, but 
I decided to call her Luscious because she is 
so special. 

Lily appears to have fully recovered from 
her traumatic dry period. She has had over 
100 Ibs. of milk the first four test periods. 
She was Ist 4-Year-Old at the NGS & NJS 
Harrisburg as well as the Total Performance 
Winner. Her son from last year, Legend, was 
released for stud service that same week. In 
October, she was classified as EX-93, climb- 
ing one point from the previous year. The 
year ended with Lily being named the #1 
Guernsey cow on the November CPI List, 
and now again in February. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks 
to all the people who helped me overcome 
such a traumatic experience. These include 
my vet, Dr. Dan Pike, my mom and dad, 
Cindy and Tom Johnson, and my sister, 
Kelly and grandparents, Leo and Marg 
Rutter. Thanks for being there. you have 
helped me realize that I should never give up, 
no matter how hopeless the situation seems.
